If,  when  subscribing  for  the  first  time  or  renewing 
an  existing  subscription,  you  are  financially  able  to  include 
an  additional  contribution,  it  would  be  used  most  beneficially 
to  continue  our  existence. 

Our  goals  this  month  include  at  least  $35,000,  which 
includes  800  new  subscriptions  and  1,532  renewals.  For  more 
up-to-date  information,  listen  to  Report  to  the  Listener 
Tuesdays  at  7:45  p.m.

As  we  go  to  press,  the  new  General  Manager  has  not  yet 
been  announced.  Bob  Kuttner  continues  as  Acting  Manager. 
Baird  Searles,  who  has  been  associated  with  WBAI  for  five 
years,  is  leaving  his  position  as  Director  of  Drama  and 
Literature.  Bay  has  been  one  of  WBAI's  most  dedicated 
program  producers,  and  the  staff  wishes  him  every  success. 
The  new  D&L  Director  is  William  Henderson.  Bill  is  an 
experienced  writer,  actor  and  filmmaker.  He  co-produced 
and  directed  the  award-winning  film,  Zalenka,  which  was 
shown  last  autumn  at  WBAI's  film  festival,  and  is  completing 
his  first  novel. 

Unlike  February  and  March,  this  Folio  should  have 
arrived  on  time.  If  it  didn't,  it  was  solely  the  fault  of  the 
U.  S.  Mails.  In  past  months,  the  Folio  has  sometimes  come 
back  from  the  printer  too  late  for  timely  delivery  to  subs- 
cribers. This  displeases  us  as  much  as  you,  since  your  support 
is  what  enables  us  to  continue.  So,  to  the  despair  of  the 
programming  staff,  we  have  increased  our  "lead  time"  to 
seven  weeks  to  guarantee  that  Folios  will  be  out  well  before 
the  first  of  each  month.
